This being the first week of the new year, one would

of a “new chance”, 


‘new hope”, or something else “new”. 


That may come next week. Today, another subject should 


be discussed. 


As I write this on Monday morning, many in our area 
have awakened to the news of a horrible accident that has 
claimed young lives. While I am trying to sort it out 
myself, here are my thoughts; thoughts that might help you 


in your time of trouble. 


1. We don’t have to understand everything. In fact, we 
can’t. Regardless of how learned or wise we are, many 
things will be beyond our understanding. Sometimes it’s 
best to rest with that knowledge, instead of struggle with 
the riddles that can’t be deciphered. 

2. God DOES understand everything, and He doesn’t 
always explain. When my children were little, I would try 
to explain things to them, only for them to still look at me 
with faces of confusion. I know that we aren’t children; 
we’re adults. But, there are still things that we are just not 
wired to understand. In those times, we should simply trust 


the One who does. 


3. God loves you and wants to be with you in the storm. 
Sometimes, He says “Peace, be still”, and the storm calms. 
Other times, He walks with you through the storm, as He 
did with Peter. Either way, He is there, and His love is 


there. 


When I was in college, we had a guest one day in chapel. 
After being introduced, he began playing the piano and 
singing the “Many things about tomorrow I don’t seem to 
understand, but I know who holds tomorrow, and I know 
who holds my hand”. Although I hadn’t recognized his 
name, he was Ira Stanphill, the composer. After singing, 
Mr, Stanphill told the student body of the horrible and trag- 
ic events that gave birth to the song; things that no one 
would want to experience. This reinforced to us all the 


truth of it’s words. 


It’s still true that there are many things that we can’t 
understand. But, if we really know that the One who holds 
tomorrow is the One who holds our hand, we can walk 
with him through the storm, to clearer skies and brighter 


days.

¢ Two officers with the 
Elba Police Department 
officially received their 
promotions Friday morn- 
ing, Sept. 7, during a pin- 
ning ceremony held at Elba 
City Hall.

¢ Terrell Roberson, a res- 
ident of Elba, found him- 
self in a battle for his life, 
literally, last year after 
being diagnosed with Stage 
4 tongue cancer, but today 
his doctors refer to him as a 
walking miracle. Roberson 
was diagnosed with the 
cancer on July 17, 2017. 
On Aug. 11, 2018, he cele- 
brated his one-year 
anniversary of being cancer 
free. 

* The Elba City Council 
gave final approval 
Monday, Sept. 24, to refi- 
nancing a USDA sewer 
bond issue. The action will 
not extend the length of the 
bond repayment, but will 
lower the total interest rate. 
Bond attorneys _—_ said 
Monday evening that the 
refinancing would save 
Elba taxpayers about 
$116,000. The council also 
approved the much-dis- 
cussed one time bonus to 
city retirees. Mayor 
Mickey Murdock said this 
would cost the city $9,752. 

* On Friday morning, 
Sept. 21, Elba High School 
principal Wynn Grimes 
crowned senior Sandrea 
Lindsey as the 2018 Elba 
Homecoming Queen.

The City of 
Elba was among those 
receiving a grant from the 
Large City Fund [munici- 
palities with populations of 
3,001 or more]. Elba 
received a $450,000 grant 
for downtown revitaliza- 
tion. 

¢ Upon arriving at church 
last Wednesday evening, 
Oct. 24, church members at 
Newbia Baptist Church 
found their church building 
had become victim to a 
burglary for a second time 
this year. The church is 
located on Coffee County 
Road 330 in the northwest 
part of Coffee County. 

* The Coffee County 
Board of Education hon- 
ored retiring board member 
Rubin McKinnon during 
the monthly board meeting 
held Thursday evening, 
Nov. 1, at the board office 
in Elba. McKinnon has 
served as a member of the 
Coffee County Board of 
Education, representing 
District 5, for 30 years. 

* Elba High School sen- 
ior Richmon Singletary 
made headlines this week 
after the Alabama High 
School Athletic 
Association (AHSAA) rec- 
ognized him for setting a 
new state record. 
Singletary returned two 
kickoffs - 8lyards and 72 
yards - for touchdowns last 
Friday night, Nov. 9, in the 
first round of the high 
school playoffs. That gave 
him four kickoff returns for 
a touchdown in the last two 
games and six for the sea- 
son. During last Friday’s 
win for Elba, Singletary 
also rushed for 173 yards 
on 15 carries to go over 
2,000 rushing yards on the 
season. 

* Atlanta’s Fox Theater 
has announced nonprofit 
grants totaling $479,000 to 
help 13 historic theaters, 
including the Elba Theatre 
in Elba, Alabama. 
The $479,465 in awards are 
being distributed in three 
categories, and include FTI 
Urgent/Emergency Grant 
Recipient Elba Theatre that 
will receive $25,000 
toward the cost of roof 
repair. The Elba Theatre is 
the first out-of-state entity 
to receive grant funding 
from the Fox Theatre 
Institute. 

* In this week of 
Thanksgiving, superintend- 
ent Chris Moseley notes his 
thankfulness for the hard 
work being demonstrated 
by teachers and students 
together at Elba City 
Schools.

Four Tigers named ‘All-State’ 


The Alabama Sports Writers Association released its 
2018 ‘All-State” high school football selections recently 
and included on the honored list of the state’s top players 
were four members of the Elba Tigers. 

Senior running back Richmon Singletary, junior line- 
backer Dezmion Roberson and sophomore offensive line- 
man Bradley Adkins were all first team selections on the 
Class 1A list, while senior defensive end Alex Wright was 
a second team selection. 

Singletary, the Dothan Eagle ‘Player of the Year,’ was 
the leading rusher in the 1A ranks with 2,083 yards. He 
rolled up an incredible 3.107 total yards on offense and 
scored 32 touchdowns, including 25 rushing. His touch- 


down total was highlighted by a state record 6 kickoff 


returns for scores, and he also returned one punt for a 
touchdown. 

Roberson was in on a total of 148 tackles and averaged 
13.5 stops per game. He had 22 tackles for losses and 4 
quarterback sacks. 

Adkins was the Tigers top offensive lineman and graded 
out at 76 percent with a total of 38 pancake blocks to 
anchor the young Elba line. 

Wright, a UAB signee, made 63 tackles from his rush- 
end position, an average of 5.7 stops per game, had 17 
tackles for losses and 6 quarterback sacks.
